Identified

dies, had come a nd gone. 
F or m ore 
th a n a year he addressed pul lie m eet­ 
ings in New England, the central states 
an d Ohio and con tribu ted not a little 
to th e grow ing ex citem en t by Ids fierce 
denunciations of th e slaveholding class 
In language w ith w hich hi- long a g ita ­ 
tion in England h ad m ade him fam il­ 
iar. 
H e w as denounced. Insulted and 
m obbed, and even In Boston he w a s 
once posted as an "in fam o us forei 11 
scoundrel." and an offer w as m ade >t 
$100 to “snake him out" of a public 
meeting. 
In fact. Boston w as not at 
all behind other c i t i e s and t >wns in its 
condem nation of tin* abolitionists.

g re a t meeting in FaueuH hall, called 
by eighteen h u n d red leading citizens, 
W higs 
and 
D em ocrats, 
condem ned 
th eir proceedings In language as stron g 
and significant as Itichard Fletcher, 
Peleg Sprague an d H arrison G ray Otis 
could w rite it. 
B ut G arrison still con ­ 
tinued to publish th e L iberator, tilling 
it w ith all the uncom prom ising nggres 
given ess of his sect and d istributing It 
throughout th e so u th ern states. 
It e x ­ 
cited great alarm in the slaveholding 
comm unities, w h ere its secret circu la­ 
tion, in tin* m inds of the slaveholders, 
ten ded to in.‘It.* tie* slaves to insurrec­ 
tions, assassinations and ru nn in g aw ay, 
b u t in the place w h ere It w as publish­ 
ed It w as looked upon w ith general 
contem pt 
and 
disgust. 
W hen 
the 
m ay o r of B altim ore w rote to the m ayor 
of Boston to have it suppressed, th e 
latter (the eloquent Otisi replied " t h a t 
his officers had ferreted out the pap er 
and its editor, w hose office w as an ob­ 
scu re hole, his only visible auxiliary a 
negro boy. his sup po rters a few insig­ 
nificant persons of all colors " 
At the close of the y ear 1835 P resi­ 
d ent Jackson had called tin* a tte n tio n 
of congress to the doings of these peo­ 
ple in language corresponding to the 
n atu ral w rath w ith which he view ed 
ti e c h a r 'ter if th e ir proceedings.

P itifu l Condition of Survivors. 


T he few who survived w ere In a 
pitiful condition. 
In alm ost e v e ry case 
their a r m s and legs hung h elplessly 
as they w e re lifted out of th e boats 
in w hich th e y reached shore. 
F o r t y - . 
eight b od ies h av e com** a sh o re , e ith er 
In bo ats o r throw n up by th e sea. 
Only six of th e forty-eight b od ies were 
identified. 
Owing to the co nd itio n of 
the su rv iv o rs. It was im possible to get 
from th e m an estim ate of th e loss of 
life. 
F ro m 75 to 150 p e rs o n s w ent 
to th e ir d e a th , and it is believ ed th a t 
the la t te r figures are n e a r e r correct. 
T he ste a m sh ip officials e s tim a te th a t 
about 150 p asseng ers and a crew* of 
fifty w'ere on board the s te a m e r when 
she left P rovidence. 
F o rty -e ig h t bod­ 
ies h av e 
reach ed these s h o r e s and 
nineteen w e re a l i v e when ta k e n from 
the lifeb o ats. 
T aking th e e stim a te d 
figures o f th e steam ship officials as a 
basis, th e r e are still 138 p e rs o n s to 
be a c co u n ted for. 
The o nly positive 
evidence of the ste a m e r’s v ictim s is 
lying a t th e bottom of Block Island 
sound. 
T h e list of p a ss e n g e rs and 
crew, h a n d e d to the purser Ju st before 
the s te a m e r left Providence, w a s lock­ 
ed in a sa fe and it was not recovered.
